KNOW BONDS HE 


Albert Fein Questioned 
Further About His 
$576,000 Loans — 
Says He Got Deben- 
tures From Oil Man. 


Albert Fein, convicted black 
market liquor dealer, was ques- 
tioned further today by police 
and FBI agents about his four 
bank loans for $576,000 which 
he obtained by using counterfeit 
debentures as collateral, Two of 
the loans, for $200,000 and for 
$70,000, are still outstanding. 


Fein, a professional bondsman, 
hotel owner and money lender, 
dnsisted to police and to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday he 
did not know, the debentures 
were counterfeit when he used 
them as collateral for loans. 
He said a Houston, Tex., oil 
man named Hunt gave him the 
worthless bonds as’ collateral for 
a $120,000 personal loan. He 
couldn’t remember Hunt’s first 
name but said he was introduced 
to him by a St. Louis gambler 
he had known for 12 years, a 
Joe Murphy. There is no record 
of a gambler here with that 
name, police said. 

Still Owes Two Banks. 
Still outstanding are Fein's 
$200,000 loan from United Bank 
& Trust Co., 600 North Broad- 
way, and a loan of about 370, 
000 from Southern Commercial 
& Savings Bank, 7201 South 
Broadway. ~ Officers of both 
banks decliried to discuss their 
dealings with Fein. The banks 
are protected against loss by 
bankers’ blanket bonds. 
Earlier, Fein had borrowed 
$221,000 from Mutual Bank & 
Trust Co., which had had deal- 
ings with him for some 15 years, 
and $85,000 from Delmar Bank

Therefore, the Western min- 
isters concluded, the Russian 
must be entirely without desire 
to unify the nation.

of secret meetings on Monday, 
to discuss Russia’s demand for 
a five-power conference that 
would include Red China. 
Dulles took the lead in de- 
nouncing the Russian plan for 
Germany as a mete grab for 


Afraid of Election. 

Dulles said Molotov turned 
down a western plan for unifi- 
cation of Germany through free 
elections because he is afraid 
that the 19,000,000 Germans in 
the Communist zone “would 
overwhelmingly reject” its pres- 
ent Red regime. 

Molotov, in countering Eden's 
western plan yesterday, pro- 
posed formation of a provisional 
all- German government, before 
elections are held and _ with- 
drawal of all occupation troops, 
also prior to the elections. 

Dulles said the Molotov plan 
following the “tragic pattern” by 
which the Soviet Union has 
spread Communist control over 
eastern Europe since the war. 

Dulles said he, Eden and Bi- 
dault come to Berlin two 
weeks ago hoping that solutions 
would be found to the problem 
of German unity in a confer- 

nce which at the outset carried 
he promise of easing world 
tension, 

But, he said, the Molotov pro- 
gram shows that “he has no 
intention of seriously seeking 
German unity with freedom.” 

“I would say to Mr. Molotov,” 
Dulles declared, “that it is. late, 
but not too late to redeem the 
promise of Berlig.”

The cornerstone of the Rus- 
sian program, Dulles said, is 
the Communist government of 
East Germany which he de- 
clared was put in officé and 
kept there by Soviet power.

MEDICAL, DENTAL 
FEES PROPOSED IN 


CITY HOSPITALS 


Would Apply Only to 
Those Able to Pay— 
Funds Would Go Into 


Research. 


— - 


A bill that would permit the 
hospital commissioner to estab- 
lish a schedule of medical and 
dental fees to be paid by pa- 
tients in city institutions was 
introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen today. There is now 
no charge for such care. 

The bill, introduced by Alder- 
man A. J. Cervantes, Tenth 
Ward Democrat, applies partic- 
ularly to City Hospital and 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital and 
requires payment only by those 
whose financial condition per- 
mits it. Under present practice, 
City hospital patients must pay 
only room fees if financially 
able. 

As proposed by Cervantes, the 
medical fees collected would not 
be paid to attending physicians 
and dentists but would go into a 
medical education and research 
fund, supervised by a non-profit 
organization composed of visit- 
ing staff members and designat- 
ed city officials. 

A bill authorizing condemna- 
tion proceedings to acquire 29.39 
acres of ground for a public 
park at Hampton and Fyler ave- 
nues was approved by the alder- 
men. The area will be known 
as North Hampton Park, 

The aldermen overrode a veto 
by Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
on a bill for establishing a left- 
turn signal for westbound Del- 
mar boulevard traffic at DeBali- 
viere avenue. The vote for over- 
riding the veto was unanimous. 

Action on Tucker’s veto of 
another bill was deferred for 
two weeks by a 15-to-12 vote. 
The bill would require alder- 
manic approval before the city 
could grant temporary permits 
to St. Louis county communi- 
ties to make cannections with 
city sewers. 

A bill to prohibit parking on 
Manchester avenue, between 
Kraft and McCausland avenues, 
between 7 to 9 a.m. and 4 to 6 
p.m., was introduced by Alder- 
man Louis Berra, Democrat, 
Twenty-fourth ward. 

Bar on parking on the south 
side of Chouteau between Van- 
deventer avenue and Sarah 
street from 4 to 6 p.m. is pro- 
posed in a bill introduced by 
Clinton Watson, Democrat, Six- 
teenth ward. 

The board approved 11 ordi- 
nances authorizing a group of 
St. Louis county communities 
and subdivisions to connect to 
the St. Louis sewer system. 
Under the contracts the city 
would receive a total of $174,572 
for sewer use for a 10-year 
period. Of the total Olivette 
would pay $158,225.

Only ‘a Matter of Mon- 
ey, Asserts Designer 


Sufficient technical knowledge 
has been gained to make possi- 
ble construction of rockets that 
could be fired into outer space 
to function as artificial satel- 
lites of the earth, Wernher von 


German V-2 rocket of World 
War II, said here yesterday. 

Von Braun spoke at a joint 
meeting of the St. Louis chap- 
ter of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers and the Engineers 
Club of St. Louis at the latter 
organization’s headquarters, 4359 
Lindell boulevard. He also ad- 
dressed students at Parks Col- 
lege of St. Louis University in 
the afternoon. 

“It’s no longer a question of 
whether we could build the 
missiles to fire into outer 
space,” Braun said. 

“It’s just a question of when 
we want to spend the money for 
it. In 1939 probably 97 out of 100 
of the world’s top scientists 
would have said an atom bomb 
was possible but wouldnjt be 
made in less than 50 to 100 years. 
Yet five years later, after 
enough money was spent under 
the pressure of war, one was 
exploded. 

3-Stage Rocket Needed. 

“We're in pretty much the 
same position now with space 
rockets that we were with the 
atom bomb in 1939. All we need 
to do is make a three-stage 
rocket. 

“The third stage firing will 
carry the head into space, where 
it will circle like a satellite be- 
cause there isn’t any gravity to 
draw it back to earth. It will 
keep circling until it burns it- 
self out by friction at extremely 
high speed in the rare atmos- 
phere.” 

Von Braun, now a United 
States citizen and technical di- 
rector of the guided missiles 
group at the Army Redstone 
Arsenal at Huntsville, Ala., said 
the trick in getting extended 
range in rockets is the stage 
method of firing. 

The first stage takes the mis- 
sile off the ground. When its 
fuel is expended that portion 
drops off and the fuel for the 
second stage is ignited. A three 
stage rocket would repeat this 
process to get the head into 
outer space. 

Rockets Sent Up 250 Miles. 


Rockets have already been 
sent 250 miles into space, he 
said. In firings to 100 miles above 
the earth, he added, monkeys 
have been carried and returned 
safely to the ground. There is 
no reason that television cam- 
eras could not be sent along, he 
said, and the reactions of the 
animals and some other data 
recorded from the firing point. 

Von Braun said that the dang- 
er of space ship being struck 
by a large meteor, which has 
been mentioned as a hazard of 
space travel, actually is remote. 
The chief danger, in his opinion, 
is that the metal skin of the 
space ship might be pierced by 
bo oral dust traveling at high 
speed. In order to counteract 
this he suggested that a self-

Fuel Is Big Problem. 

A big problem in space travel | 
for humans is the enormous 
amount of fuel needed for rock- 
ets, Von Braun continued. Al- 
though it “involves problems,” 
he said, it is not insoluble. 

He said he believed it pos- 
sible to construct a ship to carry 
people to the moon and, after 
exploration, still have enough 
fuel to blast the ship’s way back 
into the earth’s area of gravita- 
tional pull. From that point 
there would be no difficulty in 
getting back down. 

But the most important im- 
mediate function of a space ship, | 
he said, would be as a military | 
observation station. With tele- | 
vision cameras aboard and the 
ship circling in a preselected 
plane — about the poles, over 
the equator, or to cover the in- 
habited areas of the earth — a 
surprise attack would be impos- 
sible, he said. 

He thinks this would warrant 
the expenditure of the huge 
amount of money needed to 
build such a missile.

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BLS CHIEF FINDS 
FACTORY LAYOFFS 
BlGGEST SINCE 49 


But Total of Workers 
Was Highest for Any 
Postwar January Ex- 
cept 1953. 


— — —— 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP)— 
The Senate - House Economic 
Committee was informed today 
that a drop of 380,000 in factory 
employment from December. to 
January was “the largest reduc- 
tion for the seas@n since Janu- 
ary 1949.” 

Commissioner Ewan Clague of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 


observed, however, that the 
January total of workers in 
manufacturing, 16,113,000, was 


the highest for any January in 
the entire postwar period, ex- 
cept for record-breaking 1953. 
It was 750,000 under January 
1953. 

Clague presented the BLS 
figures at the request of the 
joint committee, which cannot 
present legislation to Congress 
but which is analyzing President 
Eisenhower's program of pro- 
posed economic legislation aimed 
at maintaining high production 
and employment. 

Overtime Decline Continues. 

A decline in factory overtime 
in the latter part of 1953 “also 
persisted into 1954,” Clague said. 
The average weekly hours of 
work dropped by 48 minutes 
from December to January to a 
total of 39.4 hours. 

The work-week usually de- 
creases in mid-winter because 
of weather factors, “but this de- 
crease was considerably larger 
than usual,” Clague said. It re- 
sulted in a factory work-week 
about one and one-half hours 
shorter than in January of last 
year. Clague added: “It was, in 
fact, under the January level 
for most recent years.” 

(The United Press quoted 
Clague as saying that in some 
states there was little change in 
factory employment and in three 
leading industrial states — Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut and Missouri 
—there were actual increases.) 

Clague emphasized that the 
employment decline in non- 
farming occupations started 
from a very high level—a record 
peak of 49,100,000 for the en- 
tire year 1953, despite the down- 
trend in the latter half of the 
year. 

Note of Optimism Sounded. 

State’s witness, Robert C. 
Goodwin of the Bureau of Em- 
ployment Security, said that Em- 
ployment Service offices across 
the country are “cautiously opti- 
mistic“ that the downtrend of 
employment may be checked by 
mid-March and will be less se- 
vere than in the 1949 ion. 

Goodwin. testified. that a falr- 
ly rapid expansion“ of business 
is “entirely possible” in the sec-

He said his agency is basing 
its budget on the assumption 
that unemployment in first-half 
1954 will average 26. 000. 
This compares with a January 
estimate that 2,359,000 were 
without work, and his figures 
carried the implication the bu- 
reau expects more than the 2. 
600,000 to be out of jobs in part 
of the 1954 period. 

(The United Press quoted 
Goodwin as saying the bureau 
had estimated that unemploy- 
ment would average 2,000,000 in 
the fiscal year starting July 1 
but now considered this figure 
too low.)

The man-hour index—a meas- 
ure of weekly hours of work put 
in by production employes — 
stood at 114 last June, compared 
with the 1947-49 average as 100. 
By December the index was 
down to 106, “the lowest De- 
cember figure since 1949,”

In December, the layoff rate 
in factories elimbed to 29 for 
every 1000 employes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (UP) 
—The House Ways and Means 
Committee ovted today to give 
a better tax break to United 
States firms doing business 
abroad. 


Undr some circumstances the 
tax rate on income earned 

m foreign business would be 

oa: from 52 per cent — the 
maximum rate on corporation in- 
come generajly—to 38 per cent. 

Also, United States firms with 
foreign branches could, if they 
desired, defer payment of taxes 
on income derived abroad until 
the income actually is brought 
back to this country. 

These and related changes ap- 
proved by the committee today 
would cost the Treasury about 
$155,000,000 a year. 

Committee spokesmen said the 
changes were designed to re- 
lieve a competitive tax handicap 
under which United States 
firms operate in many foreign 
countries. 

The changes were in line with 
recommendations made by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in his budget 
message. He said they are need- 
ed to encourage American firms 
to expand operations abroad. 

None of today’s proposed} 
changes affects present taxes on 
overseas investment as such. 
They apply to income earned 
from business activity abroad. 
rather than investment alone.

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Senator Margaret Smith s Bill 
To Outlaw the Communist Party 
Is Not Form of Witch-Hunting |! 


It Is Based on Fact Reds in U.S. Are 
Tools of Foreign Power— Their Or- 
ganization Is Subversive Action Rather 
Than Political Action Group.

WASHINGTON. 


UMEROUS events are today pointing to the outlawry of the 
Communist party in the United States or to some equivalent 


action.

A bill to make the Communist party illegal and to make 
membership in it a crime is before the Senate. It is being actively 
sponsored by Senator Margaret Chase Smith (Rep.), Maine. The 
Senate Judiciary Committee will begin public hearings in a few 


weeks, 


A proposal has just been made 
by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities that the 
Smith Act be amended to make 
membership in the Communist 
party prima facie evidence of 
conspiracy to overthrow the gov- 
ernment by force and violence. 

There is also President Eisen- 
hower’s recommendation, in his 
State of the Union message, that 
any American:convicted of con- 
spiring to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment by force and violence 
be. stripped of his citizenship. 

Likely to Back Smith Bill. 

Eisenhower's reference to the 
Communist party as demonstra- 
bly subversive suggests that the 
President will likely be sympa- 
thetic to Mrs. Smith's bill. 


Now, if the Communist party 
is demonstrably subversive 


which it is—it is also true that 


Senator Smith is demonstrably 
rot a witch-hunting, hang-the- 
Communists-even-if-you - hang- 
free-speech advocate. She does 
not suggest there is a subversive 
under every desk in Washington 
or that your neighbor is a Com- 
munist. She simply thinks that 
the Communist party should be 
branded for what it is and that 
it is time for less congressional 
investigation and more congres- 
sional action. She'd like the in- 
vestigatofs to do something 
about Communism or admit 
their investigations are often 
show-window stuff. 

Here are the reasons which 
persuade Senator Smith that 
the Communist party should be 
outlawed: 


1. By every test of the record 
by the courts, by finding of 
the Attorney General, by rulings 
of the subversive activities con- 
trol broad, by exposure through 
the . Party in the 
United States, as is the Com- 
munist party in France or Italy, 
is a tool of a foreign power and 
is actively dedicated to over- 
throwing the government by 
force. 


2. This means that the Com- 
munist party is not a politieal 
party@n the terms of American 
democracy. Actually Mrs, 
Smith’s purpose is not to out- 
law the Communist party as 
such but rather to outlaw any 
subversive organization, includ- 
ing the Communist party, even 
as the Nazi bunds were outlawed 
here in the early 408. 


3. It will be a protection to 
most Americans to 7 it visi- 
ble in law, as it is y estab- 
lished in fact, that Commu- 
nist party is not a political ac- 
tion group but is a subversive 
action group. To have the 
Communist party so labeled and 
membership in it a known crime 
against the nation would help 
keep most Americans from be- 
ing duped and those who joined 
it deliberately should accept the 
consequences of their actions. It 
could no longer be said that one 
joins the Communist party con- 
spiracy unwittingly any more 
than one can rob a bank un- 
wittingly. 

4. Since, by virtue of the con- 
spiracy convictions of 61 of the 
top Communist leaders in the 
United States the Communist 
party now mostly wunder- 
ground. 

Not Bar on Ideas. 


In pressing her bill, Senator 
Smith would make two things 
completely clear. 

First, outlawry of a subversive 
Communist organization does not 
mean and must not have the ef- 
fect of outlawing Communist 
ideas or Communist advocacy 
as long as Communist advocacy 
is not undertaken through an 
agency dedicated to overthrow- 
ing the government by force. 
It would simply make illegal. or- 
ganized conspiracy. Free speech, 
free assembly, all the civil li- 
berties would be open to any 
who wished to proclaim Com- 
munist objectives within the 
framework of the democratic 
process. 


Second, it should not be as- 
sumed that public acceptance of 
Communism is a grave 
in the United States and that, 
therefore, outlawing the Com- 
munist party is a major weapon 
in dealing with the world-wide 
Communist menace. It isn't, 
and Mrs. Smith sees her meas- 
ure as a modest but valid and 
logical means of exhibiting the 
Communist party to the Amer- 
ican people for exactly what it 
is—an enemy of free govern- 
ment, a conspiracy, and a tool 
of a foreign power. 

Surely Communist propaganda 
and Communist deception can 
dest be met in the arena of free 
speech. 

Senator Smith wants to see 
Communist conspiracy met with 
the full force of the law.

Opponents of the county bond issue, as the 
letters printed under the cartoqn today make 
clear, rest their case upon two main arguments. 
They argue that the proposed Central Parkway 
through Clayton and University City is a bad 
project. They argue that the only way to stop 
ventral Parkway is to beat all the ‘highway 
projects in Proposition No. 1 of the bond issue. 


The second point has been effectively an- . 


swered by the pledge of the County Council to 
consult the communities concerned before final- 
ly approving definitive plans for the parkway. 
This means that if a majority of the people of 
Clatyon and University City really oppose the 
project, after final and specific plans for it have 
been drawn, they will have full opportunity to 
make their wishes clear. 

If these communities as a whole object to the 
parkway at that time, it is inconceivable that a 
locally responsible county government would 
force it down their throats. 

But why, ask the bond issue opponents, isn’t 
there an exact, blueprinted, detailed, final plan 
for Central Parkway to decide on now? The rea- 
son is that engineering costs money, and that 
the bond issue must be passed before funds will 


be available for such detailed engineering plans. 
* * > 


In this respect Central Parkway is no differ- 
ent from any other project to be authorized by 
the bond issue, No detailed blueprints have yet 
been drawn for the proposed overpasses on Clay- 
ton road, for Outer Belt freeway, Midland 
boulevard or any other project. An informed 
final decision cannot be made upon any of them 
until the final plans are drawn—and final plans 
cannot be drawn unless the bond issue is adopte@. 


Is Central Parkway then such a thoroughly 
bad project that the county should be forbidden 
even to draw up a plan for it? We do not believe 
so. We believe that a majority of the people of 
Clayion and University City, if given a chance to 
see final plans for this project, will heartily ap- 
prove it, as serving the best interests of their 
communities as well as the county as a whole.

President Eisenhower has vetoed three of the 
first bills on which action has been completed in 
the new session of Congress and each veto is to 
be commended.

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Story of a Waste Land 

Waste of natural resources is unprofitable 
business, conservation is profitable business, and 
the Copper Basin proves both propositions, The 
Copper Basin is 100 square miles in Tennessee, 
North Carolina and Georgia. It “sits like the 
crust of a burned-out star, ringed by the forest- 
overgrown Smokies,” in the words of R. F. Sie- 
manowski of The Chattanooga Times. 


Sulphur dioxide gas from the reduction of 
copper ore, starting 104 years ago, killed all 
growing things in the basin. After half a century 
the gas began being converted into sulphuric 
acid, which became even more profitable than 


the copper. But trees and vegetation had been 


destroyed. Soil and plant specialists were not 
sure the Copper Basin could ever be brought 
alive again, 

Now the Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
Tennessee Copper Co. are conducting a success- 
ful experiment in revivifying a dead land, Lob- 
lolly pines and kudzu are being planted. This 
will be profitable to the copper company as a 
sustained-yield source of wood supply. It will 


be profitable to TVA by reducing the siltation in 
its neighboring reservoirs. It is proving as 
profitable all around to bring back the trees as 


it had been unprofitable to waste the potentially- 


valuable gas that killed them. The Copper Basin, 
growing green again, is a living text in con- 
servation. 
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How Russia Does Business 

Time was when, if a Britisher outsmarted a 
Yankee, our old hardshells would give a roaring 
speech on “perfidious Albion.” It should be even 
easier for their descendants to turn indignant 
eloquence against Red Russia, now that it has 
offered to buy $1,120,000,000 of British goods. 

British business men in Moscow are ‘frankly 
happy to write such a deal into their order books. 
And the Russian minister of foreign trade, did 
not miss the chance to speak a few well-chosen 
words about strengthening friendly relations be- 
tween the two nations through their business 
men. 

That the Russians need ships, motors, textiles 
and food processing machinery is obvious, espe- 


elally since the Malenkov regime decided to in- 


sure its sway by making the Russian masses hap- 
pier with more goods on the shelves of the state 
stores. Just as obviously, this offer also was a 
stroke of foreign policy, background music for 
Molotov at Berlin. 

Mr. Churchill and Mr. Eden will not miss this 
booby-trap. Nevertheless, Britain is an island 
factory which can be kept going only if it ex- 
ports—to Russia if it must. This is a thought for 
those Republicans—and some of the Democratic 
members, too—who have accepted only a mini- 
mal continuance of reciprocal trade. It shows up 
the shortsightedness which turned down British 
industry's low bid on equipment for the Chief 
Joseph dam. And it again brings into question 
the wisdom of Senator Millikin of Colorado, 
and Representatives Reed of New York and 
Simpson of Pennsylvania who splattered excep- 
tions and dissents all over the Randall Commis- 
sion’s recommendations for increasing foreign 
trade, If we do not buy, who does? 

President Eisenhower has strongly urged 
“trade, not aid.” Congress, however, has been 
cutting back aid without promoting trade. This 
makes the Russian move more impressive. No 
end of speeches will change this. This calls for 
action.

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Strike Vote Solution? 

The Senate Labor Committee has been offered 
a way out of its impasse over government-super- 
vised strike votes. This impasse developed from 
conflicting Administration views on whether 
votes should be held before or after a strike is 
called. 

Now Archibald Cox of Harvard University 
Law School proposes that the law require the 
unions themselves to hold elections before a 
strike. The Government would not interfere un- 
less a substantial number of union members pe- 
titioned for federal supervision of the voting. 

This is indeed a neat compromise. The proced- 
ure would not interfere with labor’s use of the 
strike weapon, because most unions already hold 
strike votes, as Mr. Cox noted. But the confu- 
sion over Administration policy has left many 
Senators highly unenthusiastic about the whole 
idea of strike votes. The question now is wheth- 
er the Cox compromise can revive what seemed 
to be a dead issue.

In writing “The Oliviers,” Felix Bark- 


will what he has written be- 
fore it is put on the market for public 
consumption. No matter how sincere the 
biographer and how broad-minded his 
subjects, the former can almost never 
attain true objectivity. His task is, 
moreover, greatly complicated when he

The Belief in Reason. 


It is a rather sad commentary 
that the speech came from the 
Democratic side of the aisle, 
the speaker being Senator J. 
William Fulbright of Arkansas. 

What particularly set the Sen- 
ator’s speech apart was that 
it treated the Bricker -amend- 
ment not in terms of the fac- 
tions and the personalities of 
the moment. 

In fact, Fulbright rejected 
just that approach in saying that 
one oi the ominous tendencies 
of the time was to relate every- 
thing to expedient politics and 
personalities. He pointed to the 
contrast with the great era of 
America’s past: 

“The Founding Fathers were 
children of the age of enlight- 
ment. They believed in reason. 
They sought to convince other 
men by persuasion rather than 
to try to bludgeon them into 
submission by force. They were 
serene in the belief that rea- 
son, applied to human affairs, 
could bring men to a better way 
of life and living. 


In Germany and Russia. 


“They had an immense con- 
tempt for the debater who de- 
scended to the low level of per- 
sonalities. They detested the 
use of slogans and epithets, for 
their use is the last refuge of 
the mentally insecure and the 
intellectually bankrupt. 

“They appealed to men’s 
minds; not to their passions. In 
short, they were reasonable men 
seeking to establish a new state 
upon a rational foundation so 
firm that it could withstand the 
stress of change in decades to 
follow.“ 

In his speech, Senator Ful- 
bright was asking whether we 
in America are now departing 
in word and deed from this be- 
lief of the Founding Fathers.

In Nazi 
Germany it was the yelling, 
chan screaming crowd that 
follo Hitler blindly into the 
abyss of wat, ruin and defeat. 
In Soviet Russia the idolatry of 
the state has made the country 
a vast prison house with millions 
kept in concentration camps 
under barbarous cruelty. 


Eisenhower’s Patience. 


One can see in almost any 
day’s headlines new manifesta- 
tions of the wave of unreason 
in one part of the world or an- 
other. The New York Times 
reports from Iran that the 
Zahedi regime is making use of 
one Shaban Jafari, a former 
wrestler, who beats up pamph- 
leteers opposing the regime 
while Zahedi's police follow up 
by arresting the victims. Jafari 
rejoices in the nickname of 
Beemokh, which means the 
brainless one. 

Every country has its Bee- 
mokhs and lately their number 
seems to be increasing. In the 
West these brainless ones mean 
the death of everything which 
Western civilization has 
achieved; not alone the things 
of the spirit and the, mind but 
the physical achievements of 
which we in America are 80 
proud, ‘ 

In frankty making plain the 
nature of this threat, Senator 
Fulbright spoke words that will 
be remembered long after the 
event that called them forth,

At his press conference, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower spoke out 
once again in unequivocal op- 
position to the language in the 
Bricker amendment which 
would permanently shackle the 
Chief Executive. The President 
has been remarkably patient 
with the prolonged struggle to 
find a compromise bridging a 
gap essentially unbridgeable. 

That is to say it is unbridge- 
able unless Senator Bricker is 
willing to withdraw and he has 
shown himself a determined 
man.

Parkhurst, chosen to be the 
City Art Museum's “one-man 
jury” for its thirteenth annual 
Missouri show, is a 41-year-old 
art historian who has served in 
museum posts at the National 
Gallery, Washington, D.C., Buf- 
falo’s Albright Art Gallery and 
Princeton University. He has 
been at Oberlin four years. 

As a practitioner, Parkhurst 
falls into the “hobbyist” cate- 
gory, he said, sketching and 
for his dwn amusement, 
not for exhibitions. His writings 
concern the northern European 
Renaissance and post-Renaissance 
Cities in which he has 
udged regional art shows in- 
clude Buffalo and Akron,O. The 
Missouri show, in which prizes 
totaling $1000 will be awarded, 
will open Feb. 15 and last a 
month. 

Every Modern Idiom. 

“Artists competing in this ex- 
hibition,” Parkhurst said, “have 
employed every modern idiom, 
including the latest being used 
anywhere, as well as restrospec- 
tive styles. Abstraction seems as 
strong here as anywhere else 
stronger than in Akron and about 
as strong as in Buffalo, another 
alert art community. 
“This trend is not faddism, 
but genuine intellectual curios- 
ity. Your artists obviously are 
probing in all directions. This 
activity has been called ‘keeping 
up with the Joneses,’ but it’s 
really much like having the 
gumption and enterprise and 
open-mindedness to try out a 
new food or a new automobile.” 
Striving to select for quality 
and not for style, Parkhurst 
spent all day yesterday and to- 
day in choosing works for ex- 
hibit. A new record high of 1029 
entries came this year from 436 
artists, compared with 993 from 
420 in the last show, and 892 
from 372 contestants the year 
before that.

U.S. Considers Appeal of I. B. C. 
Victory in Anti-Trust Suit 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (UP) — The Department of Justice 
considered today whether to appeal the dismissal of an anti-trust 
suit against the International Boxing Club. 


The department issued no 
formal statement but it was 
| learned that the verdict was 
'“being taken under study” and 
the decision whether to appeal 
probably would be made soon. 

United States District Judge 
Gregory F. Noonan dismissed 
the Government’s anti-trust suit 
in New York yesterday on the 
ground that the recent Supreme

Many Mexican laborers have 
“simply disappeared” into the 
interior of this country, George 
Meany, president of the AFL 
disclosed yesterday, remote from 
seasonal work for which they 
were intended. Substantiated 
reports, Meany disclosed, indi- 
cated that some workers are 
packed “standing up” in cattle 
trucks by labor contractors and 
hauled through various sections 
of the country, including the St. 
Louis area. 

The AFL Executive Council 
eharged that the Department of 
Labor was being used to create 
labor surplus for corporate 
rms and big ranches, especial- 
fy in California’s Imperial val- 
ley, so that wage standards may 
Be lowered. The council urged 
that this government endeavor 
reach a satisfactory labor 
agreement with Mexico. 
We regard it as shocking 
that the Department of Labor 
fs actively recruiting Mexican 
labor at border stations in the 
southwest in defiance of Mexi- 
éan government policy,” the 
epuncil stated, mentioning hos- 
ie border demonstrations which 
have occurred in protest against 
such policies. Prior to expira- 
tion of an agreement between 
the United States and Mexico, 
last Jan. 15, labor recruitment 
was conducted jointly by the 
two countries in the interior of 
Mexico. 

“We call attention to the fact 
that a Government agency is 
hiring foreign labor,” the coun- 
ci] stated. “not because there is 
a shortage of American workers 
but at a time when unemploy- 
ment is increasing rapidly in the 
Southwest 

“In California the increase in 
unemployment during last No- 
vember alone was 46,000, bring- 
ing the total in that state to 
197,000 as of Dec 1.

Solitude Provides 
Its Own Rewards

ORE than once in this column, writing 

about the contemplative art of angling, I've

All of us anglers are, like most other recrea- 
tionists, seekers after a trophy. And those of us 
who prefer the solitary stream simply place a 
higher trophy value on one wily smallmouth 
bass, living in a wild environment and taking 
his chances against the forces of nature, than 
we do on a creélful of trout raised in a hatchery 
pool and hand-fed until they are big enough 
to release for catching. But even when we take 
no fish, we bring home other trophies. We have 
captured for future remembering the glistening 
play of sunlight on the rippling stream, the 
color of the fire-pink blooming along the bank, 
the taste of fresh watercress from some small 
spring, the droll face of a raccoon surprised. at 
his fishing and the melodies of songbirds which 
frequent the stream valley.

IT IS A SAD THING to have to make such a 
choice-—to go fishing in a crowd to catch man- 
made fish, or to go fishing in a fishless stream 
in order to get a taste of solitude. Yet this is 
the price we pay for the blessings of civiliza- 
tion. Aldo Leopold remarked that “wilderness 
is the raw material out of which man has ham- 
mered the artifact called civilization” and that 
it is “a resource which can shrink but cannot 
grow.” But he failed to point out a thing I have 
often noticed in our Ozark countryside, which is 
that there are two kinds of wilderness. One is 
the kind which exists before man passes that 
way and it is true that this wilderness shrinks 
constantly. The other is the kind which is left 
after man’s passing—and this wilderness grows 
steadily.

HERE IN MISSOURL before the white men 
came were some 40,000,000 acres of forested land 
and an equal amount of virgin prairie. Today 
this prairie, where a sea of wildflowers greeted 
the spring and the buffalo and elk grazed in 
herds, is completely gone. Here and there in this 
broad sweep of.eountry is a farm which boasts 
today an unplowed 80 acres of big bluestem grass 
where a few of the prairie plants survive. In 
isolated areas the pinnated grouse or prairie 
chicken maintains a precarious hold and the up- 
land plover still returns to nest each spring. But 
elk and buffalo and antelope have been gone for 
a century and only recently have a few white- 
tail deer reappeared in the narrow bands of 
woodland along the larger streams.

‘WHILE THIS PRAIRIE was being put to the | 


plow, as was inevitable with the westward move- 
ment of settlers, some 25,000,000 acres of forest 
land was also cleared for farming. On these 
lands, the native plants and wild birds and ani- 
mals followed those of the prairies into oblivion. 
The 15,000,000 acres of forest which remained 
were mostly on lands so rugged and soils so 
poor that they offered little inducement to the 
farmer. But they did offer, as the land was 
settled and towns and cities grew up in the 
midwest, a fortune in forest products. So the 
timber was harvested, after the manner of that 
day, by cutting methods which gave little thought 
to the future. And after these early lumbermen 
came the farmers who lived on marginal Ozark 
lands, burning the woods each spring to make 
the grass grow for their cattle. There came a 
long period of years, then, when the forests of 
the Ozarks were a m@n-made wilderness of 15,- 
000,000 acres. The big game disappeared—and 
then the small game—and finally even the 
songbirds.

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NOW WE FIND ourselves in 
the predicament of one who 
tries to go forward and back at 
the same time. Trained as we 
were in one school of thought we 
accept with timidity the values 
that the newer science brings us. 
The old training makes us hesi- 
tate. We don’t exactly know 
what the newer ideas mean. We 
haven't lived with them long 
enough.

They, too, 
are bewildered by the alternat- 
ing push and pull of our hesita- 
tion.

Functions of Liver 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OUR liver is a combination factory, laboratory, and 

refinery that performs dozens of fantastically compli- 

cated chemical operations that no man-made factory 
in the world can duplicate. It is the gasoline tank of the 
body in storing fuel, a civil defense unit in preventing body 
damage, a disposal plant for poisons, essential to digestion, 
and yet is itself the chief victim of poor diet. 

Your liver routinely performs amazingly complex 
chemical, changes with What appear to Be only three dif- 
ferent kinds of cells. Altogether; millions of these make 
up your three-pound liver, lying just below your right 
diaphragm. Normally the liver is protected by the over- 
lying ribs, possibly because it is such an important organ. 

* 


ALTHOUGH YOU CAN exist—without any factor of 
safety—with just one-fifth of your liver, nobody can live 
without any liver at all. Let's look at some of its im- 
portant jobs. 

It stores sugar for release into your blood as your body 
muscles need this primary food. It dumps a lot of sugar 
into the blood when you need quick energy. 
haves like a good housewife in using the Scraps of material 
left over after the sugar is used by the muscles, for it con- 
verts some of these acid wastes back into sugar. 

It does a similar thing with the red coloring matter of 
wornout red blood corpuscles. From this comes bile pig- 
ment. Liver bile makes it possible for you to digest ani- 
mal fats, such as lard and pork chop fat. é 

Here again, a very tidy arrangement is set up. The 
liver makes bile continuously. 
bladder for release into the intestine as needed, Eating 
fat sends a signal up to the gall bladder to contract, and 
down comes the bile to digest the fat. 

If it weren’t for your liver, you'd bleed to death from 
any cut or scratch. The liver makes two substances, pro- 
thrombin and fibrinogen, n to blood clotting.

YOUR LIVER IS the major defense against poisons. 
The liver changes them into harmless substances. Some- 
times the poison overwhelmt it and damages the liver. Or, 
if your liver f§ already damaged, it can’t neutralize drugs 
and they act longer or more powerfully. ~ 

Because of your liver, you could live entirely on a 
meat diet (pliis a few extra vitamins and minerals). It ean 
change the protein of meat into fats and sugar. 

Normally it stores the protein building blocks—amino 
acids—for your body tissues to use for rebuilding as they 
wear out. It also uses these amino acids to make a special 
kind of protein, called gamma globulin, that protects you 
‘against many infectious disease second attacks. Gamma 
globulin contains or is the anti-body neutralizing infection. 
The liver is helped in this important job by other organs, 
such as the so-called lymph glands. : ‘

THOUGH ESSENTIAL to digestion and other body 


functions, the liver itself suffers most from poor diet. 
Without certain protective chemicals from meats and other 
foods, the liver becomes choked up with fat—the first stage 
of cirrhosis. This happens when an alcoholic drinks in- 
stead of eating for long periods, for instance. 

Your liver is the most wonderful chemical factory 
imaginable. Unless it is overwhelmingly damaged by in- 
fection or a great lot of poison, it can repair itself com- 
pletely after injury. 

There doesn't seem to be any excuse for calling such 
an energetic organ “sluggish, lazy, or torpid.” Nor is it 
conceivable that any simple pill you can buy at the drug 
store could re-energize an organ with so many complicated 
activities. :

Gouzenko, ussian embassy 
code clerk in Ottawa who turned 
against his Soviet masters. 


It was the Mounties to whom 
Gouzenko originally brought his 
story, a tale which helped to 
crack a Russtan spy ring in Can- 
ada. And today, when Gouzenko 
must remain anonymous to 
thwart Soviet vengeance, his 
protection is behind a cordon of 
plainclothes members of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
Indeed, the intelligence serv- 
ice of the Mounties had been 
probing for several years at the 
Russian espionage ring when 
Gouzenko took to headquarters 
in the Ministry of Justice the 
detailed facts which broke the 
ring wide apart. Such a mis- 
sion is not unusual for the Moun- 
ties. because they function in 
mufti as well as in fur parkas 
and in dashing uniforms. 

But despite the work of the 
force in secret tasks like trap- 
ping espionage agents and spies, 
there still are some Mounties 
who perform. spectacular tasks 
in the vast reaches of Canada's 
wild solitudes. 

On the Arctic gables of the 
planet, nearly 2500 miles above 
St. Louis, lies the North Mag- 
netic Pole. This is beyond civil- 
ization’s last desolate fringe. It 
is virtually in the frosty jumble 
of ice floes that stretch away to 
the true North Pole. 

Yet, in this citadel of ice and 
snow, two policemen are on 
duty. At Pond Inlet, practically 
along the same latitude as the 
North Magnetic Pole, Constables 
R. D. Van Normen and C. A. 
Fryer uphold the law of Her 
Britannic Majesty more than 440 
chilly miles north of the Arctic 
Circle. 

These two men patrol a realm 
two-thirds as large as the state 
of Missouri. They see a supply 
ship only once a year—about 
mid-September when, for a few 
weeks, “leads” of open water 
streak the solid pack-ice. Even 
in August, frost does not leave 
the ground at Pond Inlet. A 
thick cushion of perma-frost can 
be found with a few turns of a 
spade. 

With dog teams, Van Normen 
and Fryer penetrate the Polar 
night, contacting remote Eskimo 
villages. Occasionally they are 
on the bleak barrens in blizzards 
with temperatures of 50 or 60 

below zero. These con- 


stables can build snow houses as 


as any Eskimo. 

It ts such isolated outposts as 
Pond Inlet which continye to 
make the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police a glamorous and 
dramatic law enforcement 
agency without parallel any- 
where on earth. Scotland Yard, 
our own FBI and the redoubt- 
able French’ Surete have detec- 
tives with a sixth sense for solv- 
ing crime. But these the Moun- 
ties possess, too—and none of 
the other celebrated police or- 
ganizations can boast the stal- 
wart constables who invade the 
Polar fastnesses in quest of 
wrong-doers. 


R * „ 

ET this is a mechanized era 
* and the Mounties have kept 

pace with it. In really, they 
own only 153 horses, fewer than 
the metropolitan police depart- 
ment of New York City. By 
contrast, the Mounties operate 
1026 automobiles, .63 motor 
trucks, 52 motorcycles,. more 
than 30 boats of considerable 
and varying sizes, and a flotilla 
of airplanes. The Mounted Po- 
liceman of 1954 is far more 
likely to be mounted back of 
an eight-cylinder engine than on 
a prancing stallion. 

Only 141 Mounties—out of a 
total of 4855 throughout Canada 


—serve at lonely detachments in 


the sprawling Yukon and North- 
west Territories. They use ap- 
proximately 225 sled dogs in 


their far-flung duties. This is 


the colorful “wilderness patrol.” 
At some places, like Port Ra- 
dium on the muskeg shores of 
Great Bear lake, a lone trooper 
is stationed amidst vast sur- 
rounding solitudes. g : 
An the men of “G” division, 


as the far northern section of 


the force is formally known, 
serve at posts with vivid names 
straight out of the works of Jack 
London and Robert Service— 
Whitehorse, Fort McPherson, 
Yellowknife, Arctic Red River, 
Moose Factory and Tuktoyaktuk. 

In the great cities of Canada, 
like Montreal and Vancouver, 
the Mounties are plainclothes 
men, narcotics agents and fin- 
ger-print experts. They are as

skilled detectives as the FBI of 
the United States. The two or- 
ganizations maintain a close 
liaison across the border. One 
officer with the rank of inspec- 
tor, for example, is stationed in 
Washington, D.C., assigned 40 J. 
Edgar Hoover's headquarters. 


At only a few spots in Can- 
ada do tourists glimpse the red 
jacket which has become the 
hallmark of this celebrated 
police force. On Parliament 
Hill in Ottawa, where Canada’s 
laws are enacted, the Mounties 
wear their dashing crimson. Full 
kit also is the order of the day 
at the Rocky Mountain resorts 
of Banff and Jasper, mainly in 
deference to sightseers from 
the United States. And the 
Mounties slip into scarlet and 
gold on Treaty Day, when each 
Indian receives $5 from the gov- 
ernment as part of a ceremonial 
gift stemming from frontier 
times. 


But, in general, the uniform 
of the Mounted Police consists 
of a drab tunic of chocolate 
brown. It takes on dash and 
life only when augmented with 
the traditional Mountie lanyard 
and sidearms. On the shoulder 
straps glisten the brass initials 
“RCMP.” The trooper may don 
a wide-brimmed Stetson on the 
prairie. In city or town he is 
more apt to wear a visored cap 
similar to that of a St. Louis 
patrolman, 


Loose-hanging furs covered 
Constable Cliff DeLisle when he 
set out from Fort Ross a few 
years ago to investigate the re- 
ported murder of an Eskimo 
named Angootocomayo. DeLisle 
traveled as had the first. police- 
men to carry the law into the 


white fastnesses—behind. nine 


malemutes pulling a basket-type 
Eskimo sled. 


The adventures of DeLisle 
demonstrated that. even in the 
atomic age, a Mountie could 
have experiences characteristic 
‘of the original Arctic wilder- 
ness. He mushed 1500 miles. 
At times the thermometer he 
carried registered 65 below. 
Once he and his dogs were kept 
from only by a chance 
shot at a wandering polar bear. 
Until then, the hungry male- 
mutes had been eating the seal- 
skin harness. When no good 
snow was available for an igloo, 
the Mountie had to camp in the 
open. 

Yet DeLisle gained 20 pounds 
in weight on the cruel journey 
and returned to his outpost with 
a young Eskimo woman, Mitkau- 
yout, who was aXeged to have 
committed the crime. Two years 
went by before Mitkauyout 
could be transported southward 
for trial, because churning ice 
floes kept the annual supply 
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vessel out of Fort Ross during 
two successive Septembers. 


Such feats as that of Con- 
stable DeLisle indicate why the 
Mounties continue to be more 
than an ordinary police force. A 
Mountie must be a jack-of-all- 
trades, for a youthful member 
of the organization never knows 
when he will be “posted” north 
for duty. Listen to Constable 
Van Normen, at Pond Inlet: 

“We have to cook our own 
meals, wash dishes, clean the 
floors and walls, haul water, 
wash and iron clothes, cut each 
other’s hair, bake bread.” 

Troopers in the remote Arctic, 
like DeLisle and Van Normen, 
become proficient hunters be- 
cause seal, walrus and whale 
meat must be stored to feed 
the dog teams during the long 
winter months.

AKEN as a whole, the Moun- 
T ties combine in Canada 

duties which in the United 
States are performed. by the 
FBI, secret service, Coast Guard 
and a host of state police or- 
ganizations. This is a formidable 
assignment for a force of 4855 
men, 

Comparatively few Americans 
understand the complicated ju- 
risdiction wielded by the Royal 
Mounted, whose motto is defi- 
nitely not the Hollywood-fos- 
tered “Don’t come back until 
you get your man!” Ever since 
they were founded in 1873, the 
Mounties have had for their 
slogan the French phrase Main- 
tiens le Droit,” which translates 
into English as “Uphold the 
Right.” 

The Mounted Police uphold 
all Federal laws passed by the 
national Parliament which sits 
at Ottawa. For example, the 
Mounties navigate vessels of cor- 
vette-size such as the H. M.. 
Irvine and Macbrien. These 
boats patrol the rugged Cana- 
dian coasts, watching for smug- 
glers and protecting shipping. 
During World War II some 
Mounted Police ships plowed to 
mid-Atlantic to safeguard mer- 
chant ships from Nazi ma- 
rauders. 

Canada’s most modern crime 
laboratories are maintained by 
the Mounties. When city police 
forces in Toronto or Winnipeg 
are stuck by a particularly baffl- 
ing piece of evidence, they send 
for the Mounties. 

Because the Yukon and North- 
west Territories are Federal re- 
sponsibilities and do not have 
local self-government, the 
Mounted Police automatically 
enforce all statutes in these iso- 
lated jurisdictions. Further- 
more, the top-ranking Mountie,. 
Commissioner Leonard H. Nich- 
olson. sits as a member of the 


Northwest Territories council, | 


governing body of a vast, sparse- 
ly populated region of Canada 
nearly equal to one half the 
area of the United States. 

But in addition to upholding 
the national laws of Canada, the 
Mounties also are “for hire“ as 
provincial and even local police- 
men. By act of its own legisla- 
ture, any province can negoti- 
ate a contract with the Federal 
Government for the Royal Ca- 


In other words, the Mounties in 
that particular province will be 
the equivalent of what state po- 
lice are in a state of the Amer- 
ican Union. 

The province pays $1400 per 
man for each Mountie assigned 
to provincial duty. This, of 
course, is far less than the cost

have their own municipal police 
departments. But many smaller 
cities and towns have followed 
provincial example and con- 
tracted with the Mounties to 
take over all local policing. 


What is the pay of a member 
of the world’s most celebrated 
police force? 

Commissioner Nicholson re- 
ceives $15,000 annually. Other 
salaries are: Assistant commis- 
sioner, $7500; superintendent, 
$6720; inspector, $6000; ser- 
geant, $3800; first class con- 
stable, $3000, and second-class 
constable, $2400. Living allow- 
ances are provided for non-com- 
missioned personnel and there 
are substantial pensions upon 
retirement after a minimum of 
20 years in the force. 


Only men between the ages 
of 18 and 30 are accepted for 
enlistment. They must be at 
least 5 feet 8 inches in. height 
and unmarried. After five years 
of duty, a Mountie is eligible to 
take a bride but he first must 
have the permission of his com- 
manding officer. Usually, the 
trooper must show that he has

enough money saved to set up a 
fairly comfortable household. 
Contrary to the movie version 
of things, many Mounties in the 
north have a wife and children 
with them. Along the isolated 
reaches of the Alaska highway, 
I met several Mounted Police 
families of considerable size. 
And at a remote Hudson's Bay 
Company post in the Alberta 
“bush” I watched the pretty 
wife of a Mountie constable as 
she guarded a bank robber. Her 
stalwart husband invaded the 
muskeg in quest of the culprit's 


partner, whom he shortly 
brought back in handcuffs.

people. Among at least two- 

thirds of these people, the 
dominant law-enforcement 
agency is the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. Even though 
the Mounties totaled less than 
5000 in number, Canada has one 
of the lowest crimesrates in the 
world. Fewer murders are com- 
mitted in the Dominion during 
a year than in a typical Ameri- 
can city such as Baltimore or 
Washington, D.C. 

I have asked many crime ex- 
perts the reason for this. Some 
cite the greater homogeneity of 
Canada’s population. Others 
point to the fact that fewer of 
Canada’s people live in crowded 
cities, where the crime rate in- 
variably is higher than in rural 
regions or small towns. But 
some frankly emphasize the effi- 
ciency of the Mounties. These 
men stress the reputation of the 
Mounties for inevitably “gete-

East 
won the trick and lost no time 
in shifting to his singleton 
trump—and West saw to it that 
dummy’s three trumps were 
“vanked out fast.” That was the 
death-knell of the contract. De- 
clarer could get rid of one losing 
spade on the jack of clubs, but 
there waß no way to salvage the 
other spade loser. 


South should have given more 
thought to his play at the first 
trick and then he might have 
realized that it was NOT a good 
idea to cover West’s club queen 
with the king. Later, South 
could easily establish a club 
trick in dummy (if he needed it, 
which he wouldn't) by leading 
the club king or jack through 
East's ace for a ruffing-finesse, 
but meanwhile it was an excel- 
lent idea to keep West on lead, 
thus guarding against a trump 
play through South’s king. Even 
if West had not‘doubled and in- 
dicated the position of trumps, 
this would Havel Been a sound 
idea. 

Observe that refusal to cover 
the queen with dummy’s king 
routes the defense. West can- 
pot afford a heart shift, and any 
other defense is equally ineffec- 
tual. If West sacrifices a heart 
trick to prevent spade ruffs in 
dummy, South can still ruff one 
spade and set up a club trick 
for his other low spade; and if 
West tries any other maneuver, 
South merely ruffs both of his 
losing spades.
